had what Volz calls a real 
winter. 
A train got stuck for five days 
on the east side of town, and 
snow remained on the ground 
until June at the corner of Ar­ 
lington Heights and Palatine 
roads, an intersection known 
for its drifts. 


VOLZ, THEN 12 years old, 
cautions that the Weather Bu­ 
reau didn’t begin keeping rec­ 
ords until a few years later, so 
‘Tm not saying they’re mis­ 
taken.” 
In fact, he is willing to con­ 
cede that, for a one-day effort, 
Thursday’s 24-inch blizzard has 
no equals, not even the Febru­ 
ary or March blizzards in 1884, 
or the great storms of 1918 and 
1930. 
But the snow stayed on the 
ground longer then. 
“While we’re having a lot of 


frozen snow over buried fence 
posts and the time that the 
train got stuck for five days in 
1884 and needed a snow plow 
and IO engines to get it moving 
again. 
If snow orphans, 1967 style, 
wish to argue winters with Volz, 
they have some good points. 
While no trains got stuck 
Thursday or Friday, plenty of 
cars did; while no horse-driven 
sleighs 
were 
seen, 
shoppers 
turned to sleds, and more than 
one northwest suburban police 
department used toboggans for 
rescue missions. 
Restaurants, gas s t a t i o n s , 
churches, schools, village halls, 
and, in some instances, homes 
served as shelters for hundreds 
of motorists stranded Thursday. 


BABIES WERE born at home, 
on the way to hospitals, and 
sometimes at hospitals. Mail 
wasn’t delivered until Monday, 


and most schools didn’t open 
until Wednesday. 
In village street department 
headquarters, in township ga­ 
rages, and in county and state 
highway headquarters, 
V o l z 
might meet some challenges, if 
anyone had the time to talk 
about the weather. 
But, with the cleanup still in 
process, the threat of a new 
storm was on everyone’s mind. 
The 
weather 
bureau, 
as 
of 
Tuesday, had predicted a con­ 
siderable snowfall or icing for 
late Wednesday (yesterday) or 
sometime today. 
“Let’s not talk about that, 
we’re all dead,” said a spokes­ 
man for the Cook County high­ 
way department district garage 
at 
Algonquin 
and 
Meacham 
roads in Palatine. 


A SPOKESMAN for the state 
highway 
department 
district 
headquarters, 410 E. Lincoln, 
Arlington Heights, said the em­ 
ployes, many of whom haven’t 
been home since the storm 
started Thursday, 
might 
get 
home late Wednesday, “if no 
complications 
result.” 
Y ou 
mean more snow? “That’s what 
I mean by complications.” 


Villages generally had the 
main roads in good shape by 
Sunday; 
it 
was 
a 
common 
sight before then to see trus­ 
tees and other officials driving 
snow plows to aid their be- 


leagured s t r e e t departments. 
Many side streets still were in 
treacherous condition at the be­ 
ginning of this week. 
While the county and state 
highway departments had all 
roads opened by Monday, con­ 
siderable work remained. Some 
four lane state roads only had 
two, and in some cases, a lane 
and a half open. 


BOTH AGENCIES w e r e be­ 
ginning to concentrate on widen­ 
ing roads and clearing shoul­ 
ders, the last necessary work in 
preparation for a second storm. 
Even if the new snow storm 
doesn’t develop, no one expect­ 
ed to complete t h e cleanup 
from the big blow until Wednes­ 
day — six days after the first 
flake fell. 
A state highway clerk ex­ 
plained that big blowers and 
giant snowplows were borrowed 
from Wisconsin and Iowa, be­ 
cause the state doesn’t possess 
equipment of that size. 
The blowers really blow up a 
storm. The clerk recalled that 
several years ago one picked 
up a mail box and threw it 
through a window. Now, he said, 
a state trooper usually precedes 
the b l o w e r to watch for ob­ 
stacles. 


HE ADDED that Iowa already 
was calling back its equipment, 
expecting the new storm first. 
“I don’t know what we’ll do if 
Wisconsin wants theirs back too 


and we have more snow,” he 
said. 
Budget-minded village offici­ 
als already were beginning to 
measure the cost, estimated at 
$10,000 in Mount Prospect, and 
$16,000 in Arlington Heights. 
Besides overtime and equip­ 
ment costs, there were inci­ 
dentals; a state plow sheared 
off sixteen parking meter heads 
on Northwest Highway in Mount 
Prospect Saturday. 
But cost was less in evidence 
than charity. , 


STORIES of generosity were 
legion. In rural Elk Grove, a 
farm house served as a shelter 
for 60 waylaid motorists 
and 
the family killed enough chick­ 
ens to serve all the motorists. 
The manager of the Blue 
Chip Horse Farm on Roselle 
Road in rural Schaumburg rode 
on horseback to get insulin to 
a stranded man in Schaumburg. 
An employe of the Village 
Market grocery store in Mount 
Prospect made a midnight trip 
Friday to a dairy to keep milk 
in stock. Customers, knowing 
that the owner and his em­ 
ployes had worked without sleep 
for two nights to keep the 
store in stock, brought them 
blankets and pillows. 
Similar 
incidents could 
be 
cited from every community.

Tax Increase 
Isn’t Needed

The big snow of ’67 howled into Arlington Heights 
and left the village short on food and long on expenses, 
with officials estimating the cost of snow removal at 
$16,000. 
The money also put the village back on its feet. 
An auto-m obile com m unity w as suddenly snatched 
back to the pre-horse days and 
whole families could be seen 
walking 
through 
the 
streets 
carting home groceries on sleds. 
It was a time of frustration 
for the shoveler and the tire 
spinner, a time of smug delight 
for the snow blower and tire 
chain owner. 


ALL THROUGH the village 
Friday afternoon one could hear 
the scrunch and scrape of the 
snow shovels and the whining 
buzz of the trapped motorist. 
For a time the auto was no 
longer king. 
Staples suddenly became im­ 
portant. Those who turned on 
their 
televisions 
and 
radios 
early were the first to the 
store. 
They carried away enough 
milk and bread to feed them­ 
selves for a week and left 
their neighbors angry and fran­ 
tic. 
Pushed out of their normal 
shopping 
patterns, 
the 
food 
seekers turned to seldom-pa­ 
tronized corner groceries. 
“People came in here that 
I’d never seen 
before,” de 
dared Mrs. Walter Garr who, 
with her husband runs a small 
delicatessen on Northwest High­ 
way near Ridge Park, Sher­ 
wood and Virginia Terrace sub­ 
divisions. 
Many 
were 
hoarding, 
said 
Mrs. Garr, and they bought out 
milk and bread within an hour 
of opening 
The small 
food 
merchants 
found nearby residents buying 
T.V. dinners rather than mak­ 
ing the hazardous trip to usual­ 
ly handy supermarkets for or­ 
dinary dinner fixings. 
Snow shoers and skiers drew 
a good deal of favorable com­ 
ment from passersby Friday. 
“Looks like a good idea/* they 
were told. 
Plans as well as cars were 
mired 
by 
the 
heavy 
white 
blanket. 


THE 
ARLINGTON M o t e l 
found itself without the services 
of waitresses who had been 
snowbound. 
Forty-seven service trainees 
of the Bruning Corp. who were 
staying at the motel, took the 
situation in hand and soon pro­ 
vided manager Pete Craig with 
th'* largest, most energetic, and 
probably least-skilled staff he’s 
ever had. 
The men waited table, bused 
dishes, shoveled snow, made 
beds. 
“They practically took over 
the help of the restaurant,” 


said Craig, “and they did 
i t 
free without being asked.” 
Craig found himself swamped 
with customers from the Arling­ 
ton area itself. Three guests 
slept in the lobby, and a fam­ 
ily was put up on roll-away 
beds in the laundry room. 


BY SATURDAY afternoon the 
car had again gained ascen­ 
dancy and the sidewalks were 
gradually 
becoming 
cleared. 
There were stories behind both. 
From 6 a.m. Thursday morn­ 
ing the men of public works 
were on the job trying to clear 
the streets. 
Thursday 
afternoon 
Eugene 
Wilroth, director of the depart­ 
ment, told the Herald that his 
men would stay on the job until 
the predicted 12-inch snow fall 
had been swept up and carted 
off. 
Friday evening and 16 inches 
of snow later Wilroth’s crew 
and equipment both were be­ 
coming 
tired. 
Men 
tottered 
around the village garage like 
robots. 
RELIEF drivers were called 
in 
from 
the 
local 
trucking 
agencies such as Meyer Car­ 
tage, and the Laseke Disposal 
Co. made its trucks available 
to the village. 
Arlington Heights police and 
firemen finished their regular 
duties and volunteered to put in 
time at public works. 
Eight o’clock Friday evening 
saw L. A. Hanson, the village 
manager, take over direction of 
the snow clearing task. 
The phone in the garage jan­ 
gled with a request or com­ 
plaint every three minutes. 
Time and time again Hanson 
answered, “Public works. Yes, 
sir. Where is it? Right. We’re 
just as concerned as you are 
and we’ll try to help you.” The 
complaint was noted, and the 
process repeated itself late into 
the night. 
The radio chattered the dis­ 
tress of Arlington H e i g h t s 
plowing 
equipment. 
Clutches 
broke on the trucks, axles and 
pistons snapped under the pres­ 
sure of the effort. 
MAJOR SNOW removal prob­ 
lems presented themselves in 
the new and naked subdivisions. 
Winds, 
unchecked by shrubs 
and trees, heaped drifts four 
feet and higher. 
Village plows could not get 
into Berkley Square, so a V-

Eye on Arlington 
Amidst Drifts, 
‘Togetherness’

Lest we wear out our legs with repeated leapings to 
pat one another on the back for all the goodness and 
kindness and hail-fellow-well-metness we are said to 
have displayed during our monster snow, we should 
pause a minute and examine an incident recorded on 
the police blotter by that most comfortable of all village 
policeman, Lt. Walter Watchum. 
Watchum who followed up the case 
reports as follows: 
At 2:20 p.m. Friday, George Asusual 
of 1415 W. Precious Place, Arlington 
Heights, began shoveling out his home 
and garage. 
At 2:30 p.m. Al Acquire, AsusuaTs 
next door neighbor at 1417 W. Precious, threw open 
his garage door and attacked the drifts in front of 
his home with a recently purchased snow blower. 
By 3:30, reports Watchum, Acquire had cleared his 
driveway, opened a four-foot-wide sidewalk, dug a gen­ 
erous path all the way around his house and cut a huge 
turnaround area in the street in front of his driveway. 
Watchum’s write-up then reveals that Acquire put 
away his machine, lit his pipe, and went over to inquire 
of neighbor Asusual, who was still working on his drive­ 
way, “How’s it cornin’?” 
At this point, Watchum chuckled, Asusual seized 
Acquire’s pipe and drove the stem of it through his 
neighbor’s forehead. 
Northwest Community Hospital reports that Acquire 
is doing nicely. He suffered a partial prefrontal lobot­ 
omy, and staff physicians are thinking of writing the 
case up for the Journal of Neurosurgery. 
Asusual, meanwhile, was tried and found innocent by 
a jury of his peers. Informed observers say that the 
plea of temporary insanity made by Asusual’s attorney 
was particularly well received by the jury. 
Watchum’s comment on the affair: “Real tough.” 
A little less amusing than the incidents of the 
type reported above was the surly behavior dis­ 
played by some Arlingtonians who were bent on 
buying—and very nearly did buy—every carton of 
milk and loaf of bread in the village Friday morning. 
Every grocer with whom I spoke mentioned a dis­ 
heartening nastiness among the hoarding types. My only 
hope is that the lives of the selfish are as sour as the 
surplus gallons of milk they bought will be in another 
wTeek.

At Home Friday 


IT WAS A GENTLE WIND, but it was persistent, and as it 
glided across the ice through the fog it carried with it a harsh­ 
ness that made you glad you had seen to the extra sweater before 
you had gone out. 
The fog was all around, a shroud so dense and so thorough 
that we couldn't see the trees or the buildings on either shore, 
though the lake was small. 
You could only hear, once the sputtering sound of a snow- 
mooile's engine coming to its mechanical life, another time—not 
so far away—the thudding sound of a man chopping through the 
ice, many times the warm sounds of a man and a boy encourag­ 
ing each other with the language of fishermen, exulting with 
each success. 
The sounds seemed to cling to the moist air, in some mystic 
way to reassure you for what you could not see, though it 
didn t m atter, because we were content at what we were doing. 
It was by sound that we had come together on the ice, 
for two of us had arrived after the third, and it was only 
bv the crude inner human compass that we sought each 
other out. Finally we had to call to each other, and that 
way we met. 
But even then we had to search for that 
place on the ice where the fish were found the day before, 
and the week before. 
We had to strap cleats to our boots, because water covered 
the ice in slippery pools. The day was to have been warm and 
clear, for it was the morning of the Sunday before the great 
snow, and somehow the light and tepid air had migrated this 
far in January. But the fog was a surprise, and as we labored 
through it with no horizon on any side, the thought occurred 
that it might have been a balmy day on the Antarctic slab as a 
Sunday morning on Bangs Lake. There was to it that eeriness 
that comes when the elements limit your world to that which is 
just around you. 
We found the place, and the holes were still there, because 
no water had frozen for three days then, and not even the chill 
in the wind was enough to build a crust. 
“ It’s deep here,’’ the man said, and because he had fished 
the place so many times before, there was no question, except 
how deep? 
And then we fished. 
“ Fish it near the bottom,” the man said, and because 
he had fished for so ma#y years, on the ice and on the 
water, there was no question, except how near the bottom? 
It was the way ice fishermen knew to work it, descending 
the bait—a weed worm, a \yax worm, a corn borer, a minnow— 
to all but a few inches of the bottom, because that is where the 
winter fish move, and it was 20 feet where we were. 
The rod in your hand, that little wand of fiberglass or wood, 
served no purpose more than to descend that bait, and to pull 
taut on the line when down there, separated from you by an 
unmoving platform of ice and the icy water it shielded, a fish 
would come to your hook. 
To bring the fish up to your world, if your hook caught him, 
you had to haul with your hands until all that line lay at your 
feet in a swirl of monofilament, and then you had the fish. 
As cold as the ice he would come out of the hole, and on the 
ice you would lay him, if you kept him, because never has 
anything been found or made that would keep a fish better. 
If you did not truly love fishing them, you would think 
only about the fog, and how vexing it would be on the high­ 
way, and you would think of the bed you left that morning, 
and perhaps of a summ er’s day when there would be no 
wind pressing at your collar and no ice to interfere with 
your recreation. 
But we thought none of those things. We thought no great 
things either, and spoke of nothing profound, and of course we 
did no great deeds that day. Three hours passed from our lives, 
and we caught three dozen small fish. 
Of such things come memories in a m an's life, and a quiet 
joy, with time as well spent as any allotted him on earth.

A Survey Report 
Colleges and the Pill 


Although debate still rages 
over whether or not college 
health 
services 
should 
pre­ 
scribe the pill for students who 
request contraceptive help, al­ 
most half have resolved the 
debate. Forty-five per cent now 
prescribe the pill, but not for 
all coeds and mostly not for 
unmarried ones. 
These findings, based on a 
national survey of 315 member 
institutions of the Amercian 
College H e a l t h Association, 
were reported recently by Dr. 
Lewis Barbato, director of the 
Student Health Service at the 
University of Denver. 
The majority of the colleges, 
55 per cent, do not prescribe 
the pill at all, said Dr. Bar­ 
bato. Of the 141 colleges that 
do, just over a quarter pre­ 
scribe them only for married 
women students. 
ANOTHER EIGHT per cent 
prescribe them for single wom­ 
en who show intent to marry 
in the near iuture. Acceptable 


evidence would include either 
a premarital examination re­ 
port or a marriage license. 
In 23 colleges (seven per 
cent) the health service will 
prescribe the pill only for med­ 
ical reasons. One such is for 
the relief of distressing men­ 
strual problems. Only 13 col­ 
leges — or four per cent — 
will prescribe for single, un­ 
married women. Some of these, 
however, require written par­ 
ental approval for unmarried 
minors. 
Dr. Barbato reported that 
college health services not pre­ 
scribing the contraceptive felt 
that this was not an appropri­ 
ate function of the service for 
two main reasons: One is that 
prescription might imply ap­ 
proval by the authorities of 
premarital sex; the other is 
that women on the pill should 
have careful continued super­ 
vision by a physician — a re­ 
sponsibility which c o l l e g e 
health services cannot assume. 


either a six-month or annual 
check-up. 
THOSE prescribing the pill 
reportedly felt that it should 
be handled in the same way 
as other drugs are. Only 19 
colleges had written policies 
covering contraceptives. 
In a panel discussion of the 
report, physicians d i f f e r e d 
among themselves on the wis­ 
dom of prescribing contracep­ 
tives on campus. 
Maintaining that “a physi­ 
cian’s duty is to help people, 
not to judge them,” Dr. Avram 
Goldstein, 
professor 
at 
the 
Stanford Medical School, ob­ 
served that doctors should not 
‘‘attempt to enforce a code of 
pregnancy.” Contraception, he 
maintained, is an “integral part 
of medical practice and the 
physician must be free to ex­ 
ercise his best judgment, with­ 
in the law, on the patient’s 
behalf.” 
HE NOTED THAT it might 
be appropriate, when an un­ 


married woman asks for con­ 
traceptives, to try to influence 
her toward “a more chaste 
pattern of behavior,” if he be­ 
lieves that is in accord with 
her own moral standards. 
For others, where indicated, 
he might suggest psychiatric 
or other help. In still other in­ 
stances, he might conclude that 
premarital sex, for the indi­ 
vidual concerned, is “an appro­ 
priate, mature response con­ 
sistent with her moral stand­ 
ards.” 
Taking another position, Dr. 
Beatrix Hamburg, psychiatrist 
in Stanford’s Child Psychiatry 
Clinic, maintained that “taking 
the pill appears to be easy be­ 
cause it lacks any immediate 
relationship with the sexual act. 
But this does not mean taking 
the pill is without emotional 
strain or consequences.” 
The physicians agreed that 
an 
across-the-board, 
routine 
prescription of the contracep­ 
tive pill should be avoided. 


ED

“What is now this ceramics 
studio used to house the proc­ 
essing operations of our poul­ 
try 
business,” 
said 
Edwin 
Planz of Palatine, who took up 
ceramics after retirement. 
As Ed gingerly hoisted a 105- 
pound plaster mold to a work 
table, he told of starting the 
chicken business with $50 and 
turning it into a $350,000 a year 
“part-time” enterprise. 
“I had 18 men working un­ 
der me in the final inspection 
department at Western Elec­ 
tric when I got laid off at the 
height of the Depression. With 
a wife and four children to 
support, 
I scraped 
together 
$50 and started raising chick­ 
ens.” 


IT TOOK gumption to un­ 
dertake the venture, but it was 
not unusual, for Ed Planz is a 
remarkable man. 
In 1935 — when Ed was call­ 
ed back to his job as chief 
inspector, he retained his stock 
of 40,000 broilers, plus an as­ 
sortment of farm animals — 
five calves, a cow, five hogs 
and a horse. 


Not long after, he began 
processing his own chickens 
and 
originated 
the 
chicken 
turnover for General Foods 
Corp. and eight other distribu­ 
tors. More than five years 
later he began making the first 
of the 
“meaty-type 
chicken 
pies.” 


WITH PARTNER-son Edwin 
Jr., wife Evelyn and 35 em­ 
ployes, he carried on the busi­ 
ness. It hatched into over a 
third of a million dollar a year 
operation. When Ed Jr. was 
inducted into the Navy on 
Minesweeper 196 (incidentally, 
the only one still active in the 
Pacific), it left Ed in a bind, 


but this industrious man was 
used to the pace and he kept 
things going. 
Still, Ed Planz is a perfec­ 
tionist. He won’t settle for sec­ 
ond best in anything he does. 
Processing had to take place 
quickly to maintain high stan­ 
dards of quality. He couldn’t 
cater to dressing the generally 
undesirable liver and gizzard 
parts, so he disposed of barrel 
after barrel of entrails rather 
than attempt to market sec­ 
ond-rate chicken parts. 
“I refused to sell them even 
for dogfood,” he recalls. 


AND THE PLANZ’S 
built 
their home with the same aim 
at perfection. 
When 
Evelyn 
and Ed moved to unincorpor­ 
ated Palatine 24 years ago, 
they had no electricity or in­ 
door plumbing, but they did 
have well-defined plans for the 
home of their dreams. 
“ I engineered it off the Sears 
catalogue,” related Ed, as a 
twinkle danced in his eyes. 
In 1963, when he quit the 
poultry business 
and retired 
from Western Electric after 41 
years, Ed and his wife Evelyn 
thought life would be pretty 
quiet. 


THEN EVELYN, who is 63, 
joined the Over 50 Club in Ar­ 
lington Heights at the urging of 
a friend. The activities included 
crafts. A new word, “ceram­ 
ics,” crept into her vocabulary. 
Her enthusiasm for ceramics 
prompted Ed to become active 
in the park district program, 
and the Palatine pair stayed 
with the club a year and a half 
before the challenge of ceram­ 


ics became overwhelming. So 
they left to study ceramics for 
two more, years at Chicago 
area ceramics centers. 
“After all,” says Ed, “there’s 
more to ceramics than clean­ 
ing, glazing and throwing a 
piece in the kiln.” 


THEIR “CERAMICS fever” 
has now undergone a transi­ 
tion, from hobby to business. 
Having acquired hundreds of 
pieces of equipment, the couple 
now teach 45 students in cer­ 
amics classes held Tuesday 
through Friday evenings and 
Monday 
mornings 
in 
their 
workshop at 953 Cornell, Pala­ 
tine. 
They are still going to school 
themselves, and as Ed, who is 
65, says, “We’ll continue study­ 
ing; there is always something 
new to learn. The manufactur­ 
ers release new techniques con­ 
stantly. 
“A ceramicist is analogous 
to a doctor in that each must 
go 
regularly 
for 
brush-up 
courses to obtain the latest in 
technological advances. If he’s 
worth his salt, he has to keep 
up with progress.” 


ED AND EVELYN decry 
“ceramic quackery.” Ed is al­ 
most vehement in his disgust 
for people who know little or 
nothing about the craft, do not 
keep up to date on it and try 
to capitalize financially on the 
craft while teaching others in­ 
correctly. 
Ed advocates the use of ex­ 
aminations or other controls 
over persons wishing to teach 
ceramics. 


“Poor 
teaching 
techniques 
are a waste of time, money and 
talent, and they are not doing 
the world of ceramics any good. 
Poor quality objects will not 
stand the test of time. People 
who are devoted to ceramics 
and have the best interests for 
the continuance of the creative 
art at heart want something 
worthwhile to pass on to their 
children’s children.” 


AND THIS COUPLE, who 
have been married 45 years, 
have done many lovely things 
in ceramics that do hold the 
admiration of their own chil­ 
dren — Ed Jr., 42; Muriel, 37; 
Arlene, 34, and Diane, 20, as 
well as their IO grandchildren. 
Ed and Evelyn have done 
free form, wheel formed and 
experimented with sag molding 
as well as using poured molds, 
which is the basic type they 
use. 


The most difficult ceramic 
technique they have worked is 
a wall-mounted still life piece 
in three-dimensional technique. 
They believe they are the only 
ones who have attempted to 
make this type. It consists of a 
40 by 18-inch mount on light 
wood of a banjo, a water 
pitcher, a candelabra, a wine 
bottle and a fruit compote in 
rolled ceramic clay. 


EVELYN ENJOYS the painf­ 
ul g facet of ceramic work and 
recently finished 
a 21-piece 
nativity set, which she worked 
on 
at 
intervals 
for 
three 
months. She values the set at 
$150. 
Ed prefers doing the electric­ 


al wiring and precision tooling 
of various ceramic pieces. The 
Planz’s boast the largest molds 
in the state of Illinois—-too 
heavy for a woman to lift. 
Some weigh as much as 105 
pounds. And Evelyn is mighty 
happy to have Ed around to 
make the molds and pour slip. 
Making molds presents partic­ 
ular difficulty because the art­ 
isan has to work backwards 
on his creations. 


One test of a real “pro” is 
the ability to correct a begin­ 
ner’s mistakes. Patching brok­ 
en greenware (unbaked clay 
pottery) 
or 
bisque 
(pottery 
which has been fired in a 
kiln) or re-doing mistakes in 
the color of a fired object are 
jobs that require experience 
and knowledge. 


NOT LONG AGO an interior 
designer brought in a Grecian 
sculpture piece which was to 
be mounted between graceful 
columns to decorate a subur­ 
ban restaurant. The improperly 
constructed pieces exploded in 
the test kiln during firing, 
and Ed was commissioned to 
salvage the project by making 
molds, weighing 156 pounds 
apiece, 
from which another 
grouping could be fashioned. 


Ed and Evelyn Planz have 
ideas 
and 
plans 
for 
their 
future, revolving around the 
hobby that opened fresh out­ 
lets for their seemingly bound­ 
less energies. Although their 
next ceramic project may be 
“a fountain of youth,” chances 
are they’ve already found the 
secret elixir within their own 
personalities. 


Ho iv to Kindle a Fire 


Cold winter nights and a 
cheery blaze in the fireplace 
rill be the recipe for many 
njoyable evenings in the frosty 
lonths ahead. 
If you are lucky enough to 
ave a fireplace in your home, 
our success in converting that 
old gaping opening into a 
riendly fireside depends on 
our skill in kindling the fire. 
Your success depends on two 
asics: how you lay the fire 
nd the kind of wood you use. 
YOUR WOOD should be dry 
nd well seasoned. Covering 
our supply or keeping it under 
over is the only way to guar­ 


antee dry wood — the first 
requisite 
of 
laying a 
fire. 
Green wood causes sparks and 
in addition the tars and resins 
can clog the flue. 
Don’t buy too small or too 
large logs. Small logs keep you 
“humping” 
to 
maintain 
a 
steady blaze, and too large 
logs will not allow enough air 
space around them to burn 
properly. 
When laying a fire, place 
rolled up or crumpled news­ 
paper in the grate first, and 
then place chips or kindling 
over the papers. Place logs 
horizontally on top, but don’t 


pile too high or heat will be 
forced up the chimney, instead 
of into the room. 
WHEN CHOOSING the type 
of log to burn in your fire­ 
place keep in mind that vari­ 
ous kinds of wood have various 
burning characteristics. Ash, 
beech and chestnut light easily. 
Oak and holly are good as they 
burn slowly and give a hot 
fire. 
Pine is a quick burner pro­ 
ducing a hot fire but is in­ 
clined to spark. Poplar and 
spruce will also spark unless 
seasoned for about a year. 
Elm burns well, does not spark 


but is hard to ignite. Elm logs, 
unless from disease-free trees, 
should never be stored or used. 
For a fire with fragrance 
wood from fruit trees — apple, 
plum and pear are especially 
good. If you wish a fragrant 
aroma from any wood you are 
burning add some pine cones 
to the fire. 
AND ONCE the merry blaze 
is roaring in the fireplace, no 
matter what the effort it took 
to get it started, the results 
are well worthwhile. For what 
could be more conducive to a 
happy, 
relaxing 
evening 
at 
home.

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Study Malnutrition's Effect 
On Child's Mental Groivth 


Bridal Ensemble Is Prize 
In Honeymoon Essay Bee 


Poor nutrition during t h e 
first few years of life probably 
has an adverse effect on 
a 
child’s later learning and be­ 
havior, the Nutrition Founda­ 
tion reports. 


It is well established that re­ 
tardation of human physical 
growth occurs as a result of 
malnutrition. But only recent- 
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ly has evidence accumulated 
to suggest that mental develop­ 
ment is at risk as well in se­ 
vere malnutrition. 
The Nutrition Foundation, fi­ 
nanced by leading companies 
in the food and allied indus­ 
tries, recently set as one of 
its major goals the support of 
scientific studies on the rela­ 
tion between malnutrition and 
learning and behavior in chil­ 
dren. 


STUDIES WITH laboratory 
animals have clearly shown 
that malnutrition which stunts 
growth reduces learning abili­ 
ty, memory and behavior. It 
seems likely that children who 
suffer malnutrition are simi­ 
larly afflicted. 
But scientific 
evidence to establish this point 
has not been accumulated. 
At a recent meeting of the 
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trustees of the Nutrition Foun­ 
dation, 
a research program 
which will spur studies on the 
relation between poor nutrition 
and learning and behavior in 
children was approved. 
The 
Foundation 
for 
some 
time has supported studies in­ 
vestigating the possibility that 
poor nutrition impairs subse­ 
quent mental development in 
humans. The evidence is not 
all in yet, but studies already 
finished make it seem likely 
that children’s ability to learn 
is adversely affected by mal­ 
nutrition just as are the abili­ 
ties of laboratory animals. 


THE PROBLEM is particu­ 
larly important to technically 
underdeveloped 
countries 
o f 
the world where there is not 
enough 
food—particul a r I y, 
hig’n-quantity protein food—for 
everyone. In these countries, 
children more often s u f f e r 
from poor nutrition than do 
adults. 
If children in these areas are 
crippled in mind because of 
poor nutrition in 
the early 
months of life, efforts to im­ 
prove 
conditions—investments 
in schools and teachers, 
for 
example—are lessened in val­ 
ue. And the future of the world 
is threatened if future genera­ 
tions are being damaged 
i n 
mind and body by malnutri­ 
tion, the Nutrition Foundation 
holds. 
A HOST OF inf e c t i o n s 
plague 
children 
in underde­ 
veloped areas. T h e s e occur 
along with malnutrition. Infec­ 
tions and poor nutrition may- 
work together to impair men­ 
tal as well as physical growth. 
So well-planned studies are es­ 
sential in assessing the p a r t 
played by malnutrition in the 
development of children. 
The Nutrition Foun d a t i o n 
and the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology will hold an 
international scientific confer­ 
ence on “Malnutrition, Learn­ 
ing and Behavior” in March, 
1967. Some of the world’s lead­ 
ing educators, psycholo g i s t s 
and nutritionists are expected 
to attend.

Do you dig the common con­ 
cept of fat people as happy, 
cheerful souls, full of gladness 
and radiating joy?

culation, predisposing to heart 
diseases. 
It increases the hazard of be­ 
coming diabetic, adds to the 
likelihood of complications in a 
pregnancy and renders surgery 
more difficult for the surgeon 
and more dangerous for the pa­ 
tient. 
Perhaps the greatest disad­ 
vantage of being overweight is 
the psychological factor. 
FAT PEOPLE are expected 
to be the life of the party, 
even when they couldn’t care 
less.

“They can neither fight, run 
nor switch!”

Budget Planning 
Should Be Public 


Local 
taxing 
bodies — villages, 
schools, park systems and other taxing 
units—are taking first steps in planning 
budgets for the 67-’68 fiscal year. 
These budgets, and the 
planning 
involved, represent perhaps the most 
important 
act of local 
government. 
They determine not only how much 
money public agencies, will spend but 
how they will spend it. 
They set the 
tone for the year and influence direc­ 
tion of government for many years to 
come. 
In view of the importance of this 
budgeting operation, one would ex­ 
pect public officials to be eager to 
have the public understand their deci­ 
sions each step of the way. Unfortu­ 
nately, 
that 
is true only 
of some 
suburban governmental agencies. 


Others, in varying degrees, attempt 
to keep the press, and the public, only 
partially advised 
about 
progress 
of 
budgeting. 
Finance committee meet­ 
ings may be held unannounced. 
Or, 
where no formal budget is adopted, the 
press may be handed the ruse that 
since only an appropriation ordinance 
is being considered it is not important 
the press and public be advised. 


Silence in budgeting certainly makes 
life easier for public officials, in the 
short run. 
In reporting tentative deci­ 
sions about the allocation and use of 
public monies, the press gives opposi­ 
tion elements an opportunity to 
be 
advised, and this permits them to bring 
pressure to bear before a final decision 
is reached. 


This, indeed, is the primary rea­ 
son the press is so eager to cover 
budgeting talks. 
Coverage 
creates 
thought and discussion not only about 
the immediate uses of public money 
but long-range implications of such 
•spending. 


Yet for some public officials, pressed 
for time and afraid of sustained criti­ 
cism, it is easier to take whatever 
criticism comes in one lump, when a 
budget is presented only in final form 
and approved, virtually without public 
discussion. 


In the long run, however, a poorly 
advised public is more likely to raise 
major objections after the course has 
been set for the coming year. Officials 
who let their public know not only their 
decisions but encourage the public to 
reason along with them in reaching 
decisions will find themselves working 
in a more harmonious atmosphere. For 
example, school districts facing possi­ 
ble need for a tax-rate increase refer­ 
endum eagerly seek more press cover­ 
age of their budgeting than they other­ 
wise would. 


Taxing bodies with an established 
open-door policy on budget coverage 
could relate these benefits to other 
officials far more convincingly than 
the press. 


It seems to us the subject of plan­ 
ning budgets in public would be a good 
topic for the municipal conferences and 
similar organizations of northwest Cook 
and north DuPage counties to consider. 


Insurance Controls 


The governor, in a special message 
to the General Assembly on insurance 
reform, has proposed a package of 30 
bills to strengthen the insurance indus­ 
try and to protect the public against 
insurance company failures. 


That an attack is being made against 
insolvencies, particularly in the area of 
high-risk auto coverage, is welcome 
news. As the governor pointed out, a 
congressional group last year 
found 
36,508 insurance claims outstanding in 
Illinois totaling more than $142.8 mil­ 
lion against insolvent insurance com­ 
panies. 
That is both a hardship for those 
involved and a disgrace for a state 
which has the legal means to provide 
rigid control of firms selling insurance 
to the public. The governor noted: 
“Action must be taken to strengthen 
the Illinois 
Insurance 
Department’s 
ability to prevent future insolvencies.” 
We heartily concur. And we concur 
with the means he suggests to imple­ 
ment this goal, including insurance re­ 
serve 
requirements 
and 
seizure of 
insolvent firms to preserve what assets 
remain. 


The governor adds, however: “Fur­ 
ther, measures must be enacted 
to 
lessen the hardship to injured claimants 
and policyholders when an insolvency 
does occur.” 
Suggested here is a fund which the 
governor estimates would cost $2 on the 
average auto insurance policy. 
The 
fund would provide a backstop against 
insurance company insolvencies, much 
as the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
(FDIC) protects bank depositors against 
loss. 
The projected cost appears to us to 
be excessive in view of the kind of 
problem which exists. Most insurance 
companies have stable managements 
and do not constitute a problem of 
insolvency. Where this problem exists 
is among poorly managed, fringe com­ 
panies. 
The answer, obviously, is to elimi­ 
nate such risks through rigid insurance 
licensing requirements and close in­ 
spection. 


FDIC cost is minimal. But $2 per 
policy per year is too much to ask the 
public to pay to permit marginal firms 
to continue operations. 


Good News 


Members of the Illinois Constitution- 
Study Commission have voted to 
commend to the General Assembly 
it a Constitutional Convention be 
lied to replace the inadequate, 19th 
ntury state constitution. 
That is news we have awaited eager- 
since last summer, when we formally 
iorsed a Constitutional Convention. 
; have been pleased to note the grow- 
l support since then. 
A 
Constitutional 
Convention 
will 


permit Illinois to review its basic law 
as a whole, rather than through the 
piecemeal 
system 
of 
amendments 
plaguing voters so regularly, and to 
make sure that this basic law is guiding 
Illinois into the future rather than an­ 
choring her to the past. 


We hope the 75th General Assembly 
will act favorably on the recommenda­ 
tion of the Constitutional Study Com­ 
mission and submit the question 
to 
voters at an early date./

Man iii the News 
Help for Sightless

Norman Cook has “retired” 
into activity. 
This youthful 72-year-old is 
president of Dialogue Publi­ 
cations, Inc., a recorded serv­ 
ice for the blind. 


Last year when Cook, an 
Arlington 
Heights 
resident, 
decided to retire from 
his 
life-long job with the Chicago 
Boys Club, he faced the pros­ 
pect rather dismally. “That 
work was my life,” he re­ 
marked. 


SO WHEN he was asked to 
head Dialogue, he jumped, at 
the chance to get back to 
work again. 
As president. Cook initi­ 
ates fund-raising campaigns 
and helps spread the news 
about this relatively 
new 
service for the sightless. 
An issue of Dialogue, he 
explained, 
is 
unlike 
most 
magazines—it’s a package of 
four, long-playing records. 


The m aterial for each issue, 
published quarterly, is com­ 
piled 
and 
written 
at 
Dia­ 
logue’s central offices in Ber­ 
wyn. Cook pointed out that 
the writing staff—about eight 
—are all blind. 
THE 
FINISHED 
copy 
is

then sent to the American 
Printing House for the Blind 
in Louisville, Ky. where pro­ 
fessional speakers put it on 
records. These records—about 
500 for each issue—are ship­ 
ped to the Library of Con­ 
gress where they are mailed 
to Regional Libraries. From 
here the blind can borrow 
them like an ordinary library 
book. 


Said Cook. “ About 20,000 
to 30,000 people in 50 states 


listen to the recorded mag­ 
azine each issue.” 
Cook stressed that Dialogue 
aims to “elevate the image 
of the blind.” 
“The magazine is anxious 
to change the stereotype of 
the blind man on the street 
corner holding out a cup,” 
he said. “ But the change will 
have to come from the blind 
themselves.” 


DIALOGUE contains stories 
of blind men and women who 
have 
successfully 
overcome 
their handicap. It delves into 
all phases of American life— 
world and national news, orig­ 
inal poetry and short stories, 
household hints, and women’s 
fashions. The magazine also 
reprints excerpts from other 
magazines, Cook said. 
Cook credited the founding 
of the recorded magazine to 
its 
blind-editor-in-chief, 
Don 
Nold. 
“ Dialogue was his brain­ 
child,” Cook said. It was 
founded in 1962 as the Talk­ 
ing Lion—named after the 
Lions Clubs which sponsor­ 
ed it. Cook said, however, 
the magazine’s name chang­ 
ed in 1964 to Dialogue to 
give it broader scope. 
Dialogue has only gotten off 
the ground, Cook pointed out. 
Its office was relocated last 


fall to a residential home in 
Berwyn. Cook hopes the staff 
members, who now are paid 
only a nominal sum for their 
work, will be salaried. He 
also sees a need for increas­ 
ing the staff. 
The 13-year-resident of Ar­ 
lington Heights has worked 
with the sightless for many 
years in conjunction with the 
Lions Club. He has been a 
member of the Central Lions 
Club of Chicago since 1930, 
and recently served as its 
president. 


SERVICE TO others seems 
to be a way of life for Cook. 
Since 1918 he worked with 
boys in Chicago through his 
job with the Chicago Boys 
Club. He can name off a long 
list of prominent doctors and 
lawyers who were “his boys.” 
For many years He and 
his wife worked as a team 
in one of the many Boys 
Club camps in the midwest. 
During his so-called “retire­ 
m ent” years, Cook plans to 
keep up his memberships in 
the American Camping Asso­ 
ciation, the Christian Camp 
ing Association, the Citizens 
of Greater Chicago organiza­ 
tion, and the Boys Club Pro­ 
fessional Association. 
Cook and his wife live at 
1188 N. Beverly Lane.

After-Thoughts of Storm

Cost of the snow storm last 
week is immeasurable.

work were lost, people died,

ger to heart 
attacks as a 
result of the 
record 23-inch 
f a l l .

i n g

knocked municipal budgets out 
of whack. Hours a f t e r the 
snow stopped, with express­ 
ways and main highways still 
stoppered, the only forms of 
communication were of the 
sophisticated radio-television- 
telephone-helicopter type and 
the primitive foot traveler. 


STILL, THE stories began to 
trickle in of stranded motor­ 
ists, of young husbands deliv­ 
ering 
babies, 
of 
hampered 
firefighters and of dog-tired 
plow operators fighting a hold­ 


ing operation against wind­ 
blown snow. 
Main benefit of the storm, 
other than g i v i n g people 
their first chance in weeks 
to say hello to their neigh­ 
bors, was the benefit chil­ 
dren understand and we can 
only remember. 


A 23-inch snow is to a small 
boy what a 23-inch catnip fall 
would be to a cat. It’s an ir­ 
resistible opiate that has to 
be tested, reveled in, con­ 
quered. 


THE HIGHER the drift, the 
m o r e necessary to climb, 
sticky-foot, to the top. So what 
if your nose is cold and runny 
and a little snow has seeped 
into your boot and is melting 
t h e r e ? 
This 
is 
once-in-a- 
childhood weather. 


I remembered b a c k 20 
years to my own childhood 
when, in 1947, a s i m i l a r 
storm hit my hometown of 
Milwaukee. Such calamities 
hit big cities differently than 
they do suburbs, and this 
was especially so in that 
year so close to the war 
when there were few pas­ 


senger cars on the road and 
no expressways. When the 
storm hit. people moved as 
long as the public transpor­ 
tation system was operating. 
But 20 - plus - inch - deep 
snows are too much even for 
those giant electric trolley 
buses that used to ride past 
our front door. The trolleys 
ground to a halt in the mid­ 
dle of thoroughfares and dis­ 
gorged their passengers into 
the cold. 


THROUGH THE night, peo­ 
ple arrived at our door, unable 
to push any further. 
Most 
were from trolleys that had 
s t a l l e d . A few had even 
walked from as far as the 
downtown area. 


VV had a roaring fire in 
our furnace, and they hung 
their coats near it and sat 
around it to steam the cold 
out of their systems before 
going on. 


Next morning, the city had 
plowed one lane of the busy 
artery we lived on. By after­ 
noon, two lanes were open. 
After that, going was slow be ■ 


cause the snow had to be 
h a u l e d away before more 
could be pushed up by the 
plows. The next few days pro­ 
vided the lifetime memories 
that m a k e a big storm de­ 
lightful for children. 


ONE 
OF 
MY 
memories 
from that storm, of the un­ 
sentimental variety, was that 
the city in 1947 knew much 
better how to handle snowfalls 
than most of our suburbs do 
in 1967. Very simply, the city 
provided residents with gar­ 
bage and t r a s h collection 
through the public works de­ 
partment. 


When a storm hit, plow 
blades were mounted on ref­ 
use - collecting 
vehicles, 
greatly swelling the plowing 
force. Garbage and trash 
men joined the army of plow 
drivers. 


Garbage collection suffered 
Tor a few days, but it fre­ 
quently does after a really 
rough storm here. I wonder 
why the suburban communi­ 
ties don’t consider a similar 
system. 


There’s no policeman at 
the door checking member­ 
ship cards, but 
everyone 
knows that if there’s trou­ 
ble there will be a check. 
Even 
w i t h o u t 
trouble, 
there’s sometimes a spot- 
check. If you’ve forgotten 
your card, you’d better be 
sure 
to 
h a v e 
a friend 
around who’ll vouch for you 
and call you his guest for 
the day. 


Not many adults frequent 
the place. In fact, they’re not 
too welcome—just the three 
guys 
(teachers 
w i t h 
big 
hearts 
and 
empty pockets) 
who run the place and a 
c o u p l e local m inisters who 
are “in.” Sometimes a teach­ 
er will stop by. 


INSIDE THERE are tables 
—tables that 
are just 
b i g 
enough for everyone’s books. 
The chairs are almost ugly, 
but there are lots of them. 


It isn’t really clean. No­ 
body worries if a Coke gets 
spilled as long as some ef­ 
fort is made to clean it up. 
and a few scattered cigaret 
butts on the floor are no 
source of dismay to much 
of anyone. 


There’s a goofy kid who 
handles the games—he’ll lend 
you a pack of cards for 50 
cents and give you back all 
but a nickel if you get 52 
cards back to him within a 
reasonable amount of time. 


THERE S A PAIR of pool 
tables too, and whoever gets 
in earliest gets first dibs at 
the ping pong tables. 
Funny how many kids play 
chess there. 


Food, too, is a big item. 
On weekdays after school 
there are only the vending 
machines plus one kid who 
makes easy stuff like ice 
cream cones (the machine 
kind, you know) and sun­ 
daes. But Saturday after­ 
noons and Friday and Sat­ 
urday n i g h t s there’s the 
works—that is, hamburgers, 
hot dogs, French fries and 
even submarine sandwiches. 


And if you don’t like the 
fare—you can always bring 
your own pizza or sandwich. 
Who’s to care? 


ON ONE SIDE of the big 
room there’s a little platform 
where kids who think maybe 
they’ll someday hit the big 
time can perform. Friday and 
Saturday afternoons are the 
best time for this. Folk sing­ 
ers get pretty good audiences 
too. A couple of guys some­ 
times play drum solos. No­ 
body really has to listen, and 
lots of people doubt whether 
anybody does listen. 


Sometimes there’s a special 
activity at the center when 
the p l a n n i n g committee 
(which doesn’t plan too often) 
goes all out and converts the 
place into a casino or talks 
a local German band into 
performing.

ANSWERS 
1. FALSE: People who are in mourning especially appre­ 
ciate being remembered. Avoid verses and scenes that show 
merry-making and most desirably, add a personal hand­ 
written message, words of warmth, being careful not to 
reopen the wound of loss. 
2. FALSE: It is better to send fewer cards and send them 
by regular mail, with a hand written note. (Here it is where 
the spirit of Christmas is more important than a postage 
stamp.) 
3. FALSE: Cards should be acknowledged by phone, when 
you meet the person again, or in a note written on a New 
Year’s card. 
4. FALSE: The most thoughtful gift you can give the 
overworked postal employees is to mail cards before De­ 
cember 15th for cards within your country and by November 
15th for cards overseas. Too, cards that arrive early are 
enjoyed longer than those which pour in at the last mo­ 
ment or arrive when you are eating the last of the Christ­ 
mas left-overs. 
5. FALSE: A grand display of cards may seem ostenta­ 
tious, a show of how many you received. They should be 
kept as a part of the Christmas scene, perhaps in a bowl if 
guests wish to thumb through them, or tacked on a screen 
in the family room. 
6. FALSE: Only the husband’s name should appear on 
business Christmas cards unless his wife works with him 
or knows the recipient socially.

Boycott Suggested 


Several weeks ago the Rolling 
Meadows Herald carried an ar­ 
ticle telling how a Mr. Gard­ 
ner opposed the films being 
shown at our local theatre dur­ 
ing a city council meeting. It 
further stated that he met op­ 
position from some in attend­ 
ance who felt movies should not 
be censored. 
This is a problem that has 
existed for as long as I can 
remember. I could never un­ 
derstand the reasoning of those 
who opposed censorship even 
though I have tried to. 
The 
m a i n argument these people 
advance is that a person should 
be able to make up his own 
mind about what is good and 
what is bad. For an adult, per­ 
haps this philosophy could be 
applied, but what of those un­ 
der 18? This is like saying — 
“Let him eat what he wants, he 
will choose what is good; let 
him buy his own clothes, he 
will know what he needs; let 
him do whatever he wants, he 
will know what is right.” I find 
this hard to accept. What need 
for parents then if not to guide 
the child physically and moral­ 
ly? Many of the motion pic­ 
tures being turned out today 
show absolutely no concern for 
what 
is 
morally 
right 
and 
wrong. A child viewing such 
pictures week after week would 
soon find himself in the predic­ 
ament of not knowing himself 
what is right or wrong. “Mom 
and Dad tell me one thing at 
home but here I’m shown some­ 
thing completely opposite . . . 
who is right?” Would a 13 or 14- 
year old be able to choose Mom 
and Dad over the glamorous 
presentation of the movie ver­ 
sion — I think not!

Adults and Adolescents); “A- 
III” (Morally Unobjectionable 
for Adults); “A-IV” (Morally 
Unobjectionable for adults with 
reservations); 
“B” 
(Morally 
Objectionable in part for all); 
and “C” (Condemned). Being 
physically unable to attend all 
the pictures released I am very 
grateful for this listing and find 
it indispensable in determining 
what pictures my children can 
and cannot see. Once a year 
every 
Catholic 
in 
his 
own 
church renews a yearly pledge 
that he will abide by this list­ 
ing. Therefore you could say 
that every adult Catholic is 
honor bound to see only those 
pictures in the first four cate­ 
gories and Catholic adolescents 
only those in “A-I” and “A-II.” 
Last fall it was brought to ©in­ 
attention at St. Colette’s that 
our local theatre was showing 
films noted objectionable quite 
regularly and we should try to 
do something about it. At that 
time, I wrote to the manager 
of the theatre objecting but my 
letter went completely unan-

IF YOU ARE not Catholic and 
do not have such a listing avail­ 
able, with the spirit of ecumen­ 
icism as it exists today, I’m 
sure a Catholic neighbor or 
friend would be delighted to 
give you a listing since he re­ 
ceives a new copy each week. 
With 1,500 copies of this list in 
Rolling Meadows families and 
made available to another 1,500 
families, you can well see that 
within a short time all the ad­ 
missions in all these families 
that would be lost at the box 
office would cause the manage­ 
ment or other powers-that-be to 
stop showing “B” movies out in 
Rolling Meadows.

miles of roads and 75 hours of 
hard work, little sleep, and on 
Sunday were still bucking the 
big drifts.

Combined with Ela and Ver­ 
non Township efforts were those 
of Mel Towner who did a 
splendid job helping open up the 


Mardan and Country Club Es­ 
tates areas. Additional assist­ 
ance was rendered by Ed Deeke 
and Jim Didier in coming to 
our aid with tractors in the high 
drift spots as was also done by 
other residents with their own 
equipment. Some of the more 
difficult problems tackled were 
th e d r i f t s on c h e c k e r s 
road that Chuck Stancliff fought 
for five hours; a new record in 
a IO foot to 15 foot drift on 
Cuba road-so high it was tagged 
“Deagans Peak” laying in front 
of the Deagan Cuba road en­ 
trance, took on plows, dozers 
and trucks for some six hours 
by Holland’s hard working crew. 


In working all night for two 
days the snow brigade had 
some rather interesting ques­ 
tions asked them and as in 
every endeavor one must handle 


nature with caution and a bit of 
humor in answering the stock 
question “when will you plow 
my road?” Most people were 
very patient and helpful, and 
here are some of the awards 
the snow brigade recommends:
